TIME TO CHECK UP

Finals are over; new resolutions have been made. The second 
semester is off to a good start. Some students have failed. How 
many have not worded up to capacity? How many have not 
achieved a sense of success? How many have caught a glimpse of 
life’s realities? How many have become aware of the value and 
purpose of learning? How many realize that knowledge can give 
sight to those blinded by passion, give reason to those warped by 
misunderstanding? How many realize that learning is the basic 
principle of civilization? 

Learning, being the cornerstone of culture, gives to man the 
wisdom of intelligence and an understanding heart. Admitting that 
the acquisition of learning is a worthy objective, why do so many 
fail in its pursuance? 

The term, success, is enchanting. It has an appeal to every 
college student. Each student wishes to measure up to his own and 
his friends’ idea of successful living. What is involved in success 
at college? What should college do to stimulate students in the 
acquiring of successful living? Let us list a few objectives of ad- 
vanced training. 

1. College should stimulate intellectual endeavors. 

2. College should acquaint young people with the great 
thoughts of all time. 

3. College should provide a background for controversial prob- 
lems. 


4. College should teach skills which are needed in life experi- 
ences. P 

5. College should inculcate healthful attitudes toward citizen- 
ship. 

6. College should assist the student to develop physically, so- 
cially, and spiritually. 

To whatever extent these aims are achieved by yourself, you 
will be more self-reliant, more physically and emotionally mature. 
You will have attained finer social attitudes. You will have gained 
an appreciation of the more enduring values of life, You will have 
equipped yourself to take your place in society as an intelligent 
citizen. 

Success in college is rightly interpreted in terms of your ad- 
justments to all the situations of campus life rather than to any 
one single factor. Live completely and fully, not narrowly or pro- 
vincially., 

Despite our contemporary view of adjustment to college life, 
there is an alarming number of students who flunk out. This is 
tragic, for in many instances those who fail have the potentialities 
of success. 

Just as it is impossible to list specifically conditions which de- 
termine failure, similarly it is impossible to set up standards by 
which to measure success. There are, however, certain conditions 
which retard or prevent successful adjustment. Let us analyze some 
of the factors that tend toward failure. 


1. Inadequate study habits. Never having had to orient yourself 
to study techniques you at once begin to flounder in an atmosphere 
pregnant with competition. That the college is cognizant of this 
shortcoming on the part of the beginners is evidenced by the intro- 
duction of orientation courses with emphasis on study methods. 


2. Inability to budget time. Time being one of your most preci- 
ous resources it is imperative that you know how to use it for the 
furtherance of your personal development. : 


3. Emotional and social instability. Having an awareness of 
problems which seem inexplicable and unsolveable, talk with a 
friend or faculty member who has a systematic approach in order 
that you may find a solution to your difficulties. 

4. Lack of adjustment. Leaving a customary routine for a new 
environment in which you must make your own decisions is an ad- 
venturous experience; it may also be disastrous. Do not use your 
new found freedom to act without thinking. 


The following comments are given to help you analyze your- 
self, to help you distinguish between disguised excuses and real ef- 
forts. Examine critically these suggestions to see which are applic- 
able to you personally. 


1. First of all, increase your reading efficiency. Acquire that 
indispensible essential of success, a good vocabulary. In your se- 
lected course of study learn its correct terminology and use it. 

2. Develop a consistent system of taking notes. Go over your 
notes carefully after every lecture, review them frequently and 
keep the whole course in perspective. ; 


3. Give yourself tests. Learn how to take examinations. 
4. Conform to Spartan regulations. Study alone. 


5. Use the library. It is far better to be augmenting your knowl- 
edge within the library than to be idling in the halls. 

6. Develop initiative. Lectures serve only to clarify knowledge. 

7. Make yourself a time budget. Remember that you are mas- 
ter of it and not a slave to it. Keep it flexible. 

8. Recreation is an invaluable asset. Take time out for fellow- 
ship. Develop cultural interests. 

In no respect do these suggestions presume to be all inclusive. 
Check up on yourself. Carefully take stock of your study habits 
and begin now to practice ways by which improved results may 
be obtained. Only by a consistent and coordinated effort may you 
obtain the objectives for which college ostensibly exists

Tug of War 

With an armistice signed and 
half of France under his control, 
Adolph Hitler should find suffi- 
cient justification in these facts 
alone to call off his dogs of war. 
But not even in her hour ot de- 
feat is France free from the tor- 
ments and lashes of her conquer- 
er. In their darkest moment the 
unoccupied French are with- 
standing as best they can the at- 
tempts of a pro-Nazi sympathizer 
to force his way into the control 
of the Vichy government, via 
German . backing. This man, 
known among other things as 
Pierre Laval, if given the chance, 
would turn everything in France 
over to Germany, from the fleet 
at Toulon down to the last Fleur 
de Lis. The fear of such a Nazi 
coup has moved Marshal Petain 
to appoint Admiral Darlan as his 
successor in case of emergency, 
which is significant. enough to 
prove that the Petain regime has 
little thought of relinquishing 
the control of the Vichy govern- 
ment in favor of Laval. 

As much as the Nazis would 
like to help Laval seize control 
of the Vichy government § and 
eventual control of the French 
fleet, Hitler is exerting all due 
caution before taking this step, 
the reason being the Weygand 
forces in Africa. Der Fuhrer 
would certainly not wish to have 
this army move ‘into action on 
the side of the British, as any* 
such move would further com- 
plicate matters for the Fascist 
forces in Africa, if that be pos- 
sible. In the sparring and feint- 
ing of the present situation there 
is a chance, a good one, for the 
Nazi sponsored M. Laval to suc- 
ceed in his efforts, and if he does 
there is little doubt that the pol- 
icy which he will enforce will 
not deviate from that of the to- 
talitarian. states, wherein it is 
treason to reason. 

Two hundred nine years ago 

. a person destined to be the 
principal leader’ and first presi- 
dent of a great democratic na- 
tion. was born. During his life- 
time George Washington helped 
to lay the foundation of these 
United States by his policies 
which were—primarily designed 
to preserve the institutions and 
way of life of the American -peo- 
ple, present and future. How- 
ever, this nation has found rea- 
son to forget some of Washing- 
ton’s advice and has seen a need 
to initiate new policies in their 
stead. The “Father of our Coun- 
try” did not believe in foreign 
entanglements of any nature, but 
that has long since been filed by 
a majority under the heading, 
“obsolete” even though there are 
in existence today a few cham- 
pions of this idea, known as 
strict isolationists. We have also 
found sufficient cause to bestow 
an honor declined by the first 
president, that of a third term. 
After all, the idea of “No Third 
Term” was only tradition, and 
tradition is only based on senti- 
ment all of which boils 
down to the fact that there is 
not room in the modern world 
for sentiment, or so Mr. Hitler 
would have us believe. 

However, though, if George 
Washington were to look in on 
the American: scene today, he 
would undoubtedly find: the 
country quite different from the 
way he left it, he at least would 
be pleased in the fact that this 
is still a country of free speech, 
freedom of the press, and the 
right to the pursuit of happiness.
